Although it is well known that 
the giant ‘pythons are easily able 
to crush and kill large prey, the ; 
question as to what a really big; 
specimen ean ‘awallow has often! 
been debated, and it has gener ally | 
been agreed that even a very big! 
specimen would ‘not be Hkely to 
swallow nn adult human being.

THE BILLY BOYS’ WORKSHOP. 
- A Combined Wall Cabinet And 


_ Bookcase. 


This useful little article can 
be made quite cheaply from 
ordinary deal. The cabinet will 
be handy for storing medicine 
hottles, while the bookcase will 
hold about a dozen small books. 
Five-eighths-inch thick wood 
will be required for the sides, 
and half-inch. wood for the 
shelves and top. - - 

‘For the sides, cut two piecea 
of five-eighths-inch wood, two 
feet one inch long.and seven 
inches wide. On one piece mea- 
sure’ three inches up from one 
end and draw the simple curved 


edge with glasspaper. Lay this 
on the other side piece, mark out 
the curve, and cut out and finish 
ix the same way.

My memory carries me back to 
the year 1928 when a like Exhib'’- 
tion was held‘at Kowloon, and when 
I had the privilege of assisting at 
its oponing ceremony. On that 
ocension T ventured the prophecy 
that the Exhibition would be follow- 
ed by others, and that.the next one 
would probably be held on this side 
of the harbour. Both ‘these prog- 
nostications have come true, but I 
make no claim to any prescient 
power.

Within the compass of this com- 
paratively amall building are to be 
found the beautics of Chinese art 
‘and the fascinating, spectacle of 
craftsmen. actually demonstrating 
the methods of their work. The 
whole idea is in keeping with Con- 
fucius’ teaching that we should 
study antiquity, and be earnest in 
secking knowledge of the present. 
To study the things in this Exposi- 
tion is to add to our knowledge; to 
buy the wares fashioned by the 
craftsmen is to benefit others, 1 
feel I can bespeak your support’ for 
a cause that has this twofold ob- 
ject. et 

When the Committee was busily 
engaged in making preparat'ons 
for the Exhibition, the sky in the 
North-enst of China snddenly 
darkened, casting x shadow on th’s 
peaceful {sle, and-creating feclings 
ef uneasiness in the minds of the 
people. The time for the venture 
became unpropitious, but the Com- 
mittee, undaunted by the changed 
condition, ‘went on .with unabated 
energy.
